In view oi the lervicc ahead of her, 
it ia expected that Admiral Remey 
will add to tbia one or two cumpaniea 
of marinea. It ia gathered from Ad 
niiral Kempfl^'a advices that "Boxera" 
are abunt to attack Tien Tain, to that 
the Helena will be a particularly wel- 
come addition to the loreign fleet in 
that pait ol China. II the leaves Ma- 
nila at once she abonld reach Takn 
next Sunday night or monday morn- 
ing. 

Secretary Hay cabled Minister Con- 
ger at Pekin an authoriutlon to call 
for re-en force menta from Admiral 
Kempfl, and to make such disposition 
ot bia naval lorce ai be deems proper 
to protect American Interests gener- 
ally. 

The administration ia still deter- 
mined that the United States Govern- 
ment stfall continue on its independ- 
ent course respecting the Chinese alt» 
uation, though willing to go as tar aa 
possible to aid in the restoration of 
peace and order In China. There- 
fore, Admiral Kempfl haa not been 
tnstiucted to join the other naval

The department's answer was that 
Minister Conger, being on the scene, 
waa better prepated than any one 
here to adopt relief measures, tor 
which he bad already received the 
sanction of the department, in tbe 
shape ol a general authorization to 
prefect American intereats, which, of 
course, nieant American lives, among 
other things. It also was questioned 
whether tbe very smalt lorce ol ma- 
rtrea at the mintstcr'a command 
cnold be used to make a match throngh 
boslll country and away from its 
base. In that case, the United States 
legation, the only reinge In the event 
of an outbreak in Pekin, would be un- 
safe for American teingees as well aa 
for the lack ol a snltable guard. 

UKRMAKV'S CCVRhR. 

Berlin, June 6 — (ieimancfficial cir- 
cles conllnne to regard the Chinese 
altustion aa grave.

This is perhaps mere 
speculation, but it la ingeniously 
shown that these troops, within a 
day's ride from Durban, where last 
transports could be quickly loaded, 
arc tbe nearest seasoned English forces 
to China; and if British soldiers are re 
quired at Tien -Tain they would nat 
nrally be drawn flrat from this point. 

NAVV DRPARTM 8 NT ACTINO. 

Norfolk, Va., June 6 — That tbe 
Navy Department means to assemble 
an emergency squadron with a more 
important olject than to merely as- 
certain how qnickly this may be ac- 
complished, la evident here to-night. 
It is learned from naval souces that 
Inquiry baa been made aa to how soon 
a formidable squadron may be coaled 
find, incidentally, how quickly two 
LwHle-ahips may be supplied with 
1,000 tons of coal each. 

This last inquiry is believed by na- 
wal men to indicate the purpose ot 
the department to dispatch two of onr 
largest warabips on a long voyage 
which, they believe, will end at a 
Chinese port. They point out that 
in the Orgon, Newark, Brooklyn, 
Baltimore, Marietta and other ships 
now at Manila, we have a sqnsdron 
about as powerful aa the one which 
we bad at Santiago, and that tbe 
sending of at least two more of great 
baltle-shipa to the Pacifle waters, or 
that a strong demonstration ia in- 
tended. 

Several officers here have been as 
signed to shipa which will be In the 
emergency squadron, and they have 
hurried away to join their new com- 
mands. One ot these, Lieut. Brain 
ard, who was superintending Ihe 
preparation ol the torpedo boat Strlg- 
ham for he trial trip, proceeded to day 
to League Island to join the Massa- 
chuaetta. 

BATrLH-SUIPS GETTING READY. 

Philadelphia, June 6.— Under or- 
ders from tbe Navy Department, tbe 
battle-ships Massachnselts and IndlA 
ana, at the League Island navy yard, 
are being part pared lor sea. Tbe or- 
ders give no clew aa to what sei vice 
the ve sets may be called into, the 
notice to Commander Casey being 
simply gtt the ships ready and dis- 
patch them as soon as possible to 
Hampton Roads, where they are to 
await further ordera. The war ships 
were piloted out of the reserve basin 
around to the Delaware River from, 
where preparations for departure 
were finished. Both vessels were 
practically ready to go to sea when 
orders ctme, having been thoroughly 
oveibauted at the Brookly navy yard 
before their arrival Jiere. 

The two vessels were loaded witit 
enough coal to make a trip across the 
Atlantic, and they contain large anp- 
plies of ammuiiltioil.

March 6, 1900. — Mr. S. D. Bennett, 
Reda, Ky., Dear Uncle: Aa I have 
not heard -from yon lor some time, I 
will drop you a few lines. I am well 
at present and hope that this will find 
every one Ihe same. We sre on the 
northern part of the Island Psasyl. 
The natives are supposed to be friend- 
ly, but they are not. We have had 
several skirmlshea with them lately. 

On the ziat day ol February Co. C. 
left this place lor a three days' march 
to the interior. We were well treated. 
Tbe first two days we passed through 
several little towns snd many places 
we were met by native bands. In tbe 
most of towns there is a . priest and 
they were always more than friendly. 
They often see us coming and would 
have water carried out to us. There 
were white flags hanging from the 
wiodows ol each bouse that a native 
lived and often one could hear a na- 
tive ntter the word muciir amigo 
Amazcanon, which meant they were 
friendly to the Americans. On tbe 
third day waa wbeie tbe fun came in. 
We were np and bad breakfast at 4 
o’clock. At 4:30 tbe bugle sounded 
assembly and everybody was in ranks 
ready lot another march. We march- 
ed until about 9 (o'clock, not a while 
flag had been seen, and but s lew na- 
tives, every place seemed to have been 
deserted, no one took soy particular 
notice to tbe surroundings, thinking 
that everything was alright While 
crossing a little liver we were fired on 
by about 500 natives who were well 
entrenched and had plenty of ammn- 
nition. Theie were 600 bolo men in 
addition to the 500 riflemen. They 
bad some kind of a rapid firing gun, 
but they did not do anything with it. 
We fought here for four solid hours, 
Llet. Bowles being in command of the 
company, got shot. We saw that we 
were being surrounding last and we 
only nad too rounds of ammupition 
St tbe start and by this time we were 
running short, and was compelled to 
retreat They had us so near surround- 
ed we fonnd it a little difficult to get 
ont; had we been 25 minutes later 
they would have had us where they 
wanted ns and perhaps we would have 
been there yet. We got out of this 
place, advanced about two miles, when 
we were fired upon again by s small 
force Irom tbe bushes. A few shots 
were fired In return which silenced

their firing without getting a man 
hurt. 

We continued onr journey, march- 
ing in aingble file and kept the dis- 
tance of about 6 feet between each 
man. We had gone some little dis- 
tance when we came to an opening 
and at the far side of this opining 
j there was s small bridge the first day 
j we passed through, butthelnsurgenU 
bad destroyed it, except one log and 
it was not sale for more than one man 
to cross at a time. The column halt- 
ed for tbe pack train to cross, when 
we were fired on the third time by 
about so natives, which were conceal- 
ed In some tall gross on a tmall 
ridge abont 100 yards away. This 
engagement lasted about one hour and 
and resulted in two mules of the pack 
train being killed and three men 
wounded. All tbia trouble happened 
in Ihe conntry where we had been so 
well treated — so well the day before 
when we passed throngh. Abont tbe 
time tbe last shots were fired, a ua* 
live guide which had been with ua 
during tbe whole trip, told one ol the 
officers that there was a priest a short 
distance ahead of ns. A sqnad of 
men went forward in search ol him, 
but fonnd no priest. 

By this time it was 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon and we 12 miles from camp 
and almost out ol ammunition, and 
I everything looked as If we would have 
to fight our way home. 

We got through without any more 
! trouble that day. The company bad 
one officer and three men wonoded, 

, but none killed. No one haa been 
able to learn wbat the enemy's loss 
amounted to after this day's fibgtlng. 

Il you ever bear of any person who 
says tbe Pilllploos should have their 
liberty, I regard that person as crazy, 
I do not care who he is.

one month ago. Missonri has a fair 
crop, slightly below an average. 
Kansas crop promises a good yield, 
but frequent mention is made of pres 
ence of injurious insects.

Y-sterday th* I 
nnual lett washing which took plnci 
he second Sunday in May, wa.s oh ' 
erve<i by meinhers ol the i’limitivt 
d^ptist So.-iety in Shiloh churchhou'r 
here. Many people were attracted lo 
this berry growing town on the 'Fris 
CO Irom all the country round.ibout 
Home driving twenty and thirty miles 
Feet wa.'bing is an old practice oi | 
the Hatd Shell Bapti.U. and is based 
on the authority ol a verse in the Ihir

have washed jonr feet, ye also ought 
to wash one another s leet.”

Tbe one questioned consents 
by removing her shoes and stockings 
While tbe washing and wiping cere 
mony is in progress, kind wishes are 
expressed among the observers. A 
current remark made i»: "Sister, 1 

am glad of Ihe privilege ol washing 
your feet, I hope these feet will walk 
the golden streets ol tbe New Jernsa. 
lem.” 

Olten, when the laving has been 
finished, the holy kiss is exchanged 
oy the participarts, in accordance with 
that verse in tbe Bible which says: 
Greetoneanother with an holy kiss.” 
The ob.servance of the ceremony i> 
fillowed by a short intermission, dur- 
ing which the to eels and basins are 
removed by the deacons while thi 
congregation sings a hymn. The da) 
is concluded with the observance oi 
the close communion service. 

Yesterday’s observance at Spring- 
dale was somewhat diflerent. Aftri 
Ihe morning sermon there was a ten- 
minute Intermission, during which 
preparations were made for the feet 
washing.
